build with the assistance of the Carnegie Corporation of New. 


York, will enable Australian radio astronomers to

000 towards the cost of a huge aeria 


similar to the one which Britain is building at Manchester. This 
. would be erected near Sydney, New South Wales. 


Australian sclentists have 
already achieved world fame 
for thelr work jn the compara- 
tively new sctenee of radio 
astronomy and the new aerial, 
if it is built, could make their 
pesition unassailable in this 
ficld of fundamental research. 


The nerin’ would at 
Icust £A800,000. Smelt ap- 
preva far the scheme has not 
vet bren given by the Austra- 
Nan Government, but it Is ex-~ 
reetelt to do shortly ond 
provide the nddftlonal finance.
